Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or to reasonably 
suggest, with respect to claims 1-6, a system for measuring characteristics of a substrate, 
comprising, inter alia, a control system operable to control said source to selectively emit said 
incident beam based on an angular orientation of the substrate such that the incident beam 
selectively interrogates a region of the substrate near said axis; with respect to claims 7-13 and 
16, a system for measuring characteristics of a moving substrate, comprising, inter alia, a 
measurement system in which the activation of said light source is controlled in synchronization 
with rotation of said support so as to selectively interrogate said substrate when at a desired 
orientation relative to the light source; with respect to claims 14 and 15, a system for measuring 
characteristics of a substrate, comprising, inter alia, means for controlling said means for 
emitting to intermittently emit said incident light beam onto said substrate near said axis based 
on the angular orientation of said substrate relative to said means for emitting; and finally, with 
respect to claims 17-22, a method for measuring characteristics of a substrate, comprising, inter 
alia, a method step of controlling the emission of said incident beam based on the angular 
orientation of said substrate, whereby said incident beam can selectively interrogate said 
substrate near said rotational axis when at a desired angular orientation relative to said incident 
light beam, as set forth in the claimed combination.

3. With regard to the Hirosawa reference (US Patent No. 6,151,116), it is noted that the 
controller disclosed in the method and apparatus claims recited therein is not configured to 
control intermittent, or for that matter selective, emission of light by the infrared source (viz., 
said tungsten (W) filament) of the FT-IR spectrometer disclosed by Hirosawa, and indeed, an 
incandescent (read: thermal) light source such as that disclosed in Hirosawa would not be a 
suitable candidate for intermittent duty cycle operation such as that disclosed in the instant 
invention.
